Working toward completing a fully functioning 
house and finishing personal projects was all included in 
the two semesters of the woodworking classes. 

Construction Building Trades was a three hour 
class that allowed students to experience an off-campus 
situation in which they had to learn about concrete, 
masonry, carpentry, interior finishes (dry wall/ 
painting), trim, and exterior finishes (siding, shingles, 
etc).
